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REMARKS 

Claims 1-3, 5-14 and 16-24 are pending in the application before the RCE. 
Claims 1-3, 5-14 and 16-24 were rejected in the previous Final Office Action.

Claims 1-3, 5-14 and 16-24 have been canceled. 

Claim Rejections - 35 U.S.C. § 112 

The Examiner rejected claims 1 and 12 under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, second paragraph because it 
was "unclear if the user input recalling the at least one memory pooling profile and the user input 
specifying the at least one power/performance level are different inputs or the same." 

Claims 1 and 12 have been canceled.
